Petersbourg, March 10. General Lowendahl fet out 


from hence on the 8th Inftant, to return to his Govern- 


ment of Revel; having had the Command given him of 
the Felt Marfhal Count Munich’s Regiment of Cuiraf- 
fierrs, which is in Quarters there. The Turkifh Am- 
baffador who is on his Way hither will make a Halt at 
Novogorod, till the Waters are open for the more eafy 
Conveyance of his Retinue and Baggage in Boats thro’ 
the Canal of Ladoga. 

Berlin, April 4. The Prince of Anhalt Deffau fet out 
from hence four Days ago, to take upon him the Com- 
mand of the Army of Obfervation which is to be drawn 
together between stage eg and Magdebourg. It 
is to confilt of 36000 Men; fome of the Troops have 
begun to march to the General Rendezvous, and it is 
reckoned that within three Weeks the Camp will be 
compleatly formed. Proper Orders have been iflued for 
fending thither Forage and Provifions neceflary for fub- 
fitting thofe Troops. A Batallion of the Regiment of 
Groben came hither on the 28th paft, and on the 2gth 
proceeded on their March for the Army of Obfervation.

The Regiment of Horfe of Bredau is on the March to 
Silefia, whither 200 Recruits for the Huflars in the 
King’s Army are likewife ordered: They are to be 
armed and mounted at Francfort on the Oder. The 
King has refolved to fend hither the Perfons that plotted 
againft him in Silefia,. and ’tis faid the Foreign Mini- 
fters will be invited to be prefent at their Examination. 
‘Tis now faid the Eleétor of Saxony will be one of the 
principal Candidates for the Imperial Dignity. 

From the general Quarters at Olmutz, March = N.S. 
Tis generally believed the Troops will all march out of 
their Quarters next Monday to the Relief of Neufs, of 
which ‘tis faid the Pruffians are to begin the Siege this 
very Day.
